Despite an inquiry spanning two 
years, the policeman was never even 
‘interviewed or questioned because of 
fears that it would be seen as “a racist 
witch-hunt”. 
In cases of rape allegations it is

the wake of the Macpherson Report, 
published in 1999, which said that 
the force was “institutionally racist”. 


At an industrial tribunal in June, 
Police Commissioner, Sir Ian Blair, 
faced accusations of “politically 
correct meddling” in a disciplinary 
case involving white officers. He 
was said to have been keen to 
make examples of the officers, who 
faced charges of racist behaviour, 
even though an inquiry had already 
cleared them. 


HE desecration of eighty seven 

graves at a Jewish cemetery in 
West Ham, east London coincided 
with a warning from the European 
Commission against Racism and 
Intolerance which said it was 
“concerned at the considerable 
and steady increase of anti-Semitic 
incidents in the United Kingdom.” 
The report by the European human 
rights watchdog explained that these 
incidents usually mirror tensions in 
the Middle East because “an 
increasing number of manifestations 
of anti-Semitism is reportedly coming 
from Muslim fundamentalist groups. 
West Ham is in the London borough 
of Newham where the ethnic 
minorities are in the majority, making 
up 70% of the population.

OUNG AFRICAN boys are 

being smuggled into Britain as 
intended human sacrifices at the 
behest of fundamentalist sects. 
That is the finding of a Metropolitan 
Police report into “faith crimes” 
commissioned after the death of eight- 
year-old Victoria Climbié, who was 
starved to death by relatives who 
thought she was possessed. 
Scotland Yard said that 300 black 
‘boys under seven years of age, had 
vanished from London schools. 
At present detectives in the capital 
are investigating 30 allegations of 
children being abused in magic rituals, 
but John Azar, an adviser to the 
Metropolitan Police, said that known 
cases are just the “tip of the iceberg”. 
The report was attacked by Dr William 
Henry, a lecturer in sociology at 
Goldsmith’s College, who said it was 
racist because it portrayed Africans 
as ufcivilised and irrational. 


HE BRITISH National Party 

would have won seats in 
parliament if May’s General 
Election had been held under 
proportional representation (PR) 
according to a study by experts at 
the London School of Economics 
and Oxford University. 
They found that PR would “make 


a huge difference to the patterns of 


political representation across Britain”. 
The research to be published in the book 
Britain Votes 2005, showed Labour’s 
number of MPs was disproportionately 
high given their share of the vote. It 
gained only 35 per cent of the vote 
but got 355 MPs because the election 
was held under first-the-past-the-post 
system where the winner takes all. 
Had the election been held using the 
PR system of Germany and New 
Zealand, Labour would have 234 
MPs (down from 355) and the Tories 
would have 210 MPs (up from 197). 
The Liberal Democrats, who won 
62 seats, would have 145, forcing 
Labour into a coalition pact. 

Under the system recommended in 


a report commissioned by Mr Blair, 


Labour would have had to strike a 
coalition deal. It would have 299 
seats, rather than 355, the Tories 
would have had the same result of 
197, and the Liberal Democrats would 
have taken 107 seats instead of 62. 
All three PR systems simulated 
would see the BNP winning seats. 
The study’s overall finding was that 
“the Conservatives would gain little 
from PR and Labour would lose but 
the Liberal Democrats and smaller 
parties would make big gains.” 


HE European Union wants to ban the British 
National Party because too many British 
people are supporting it at the ballot box. , 
The European Commission against Racism and 
Intolerance (ECRI), set up by EU heads of state to 
investigate racism and xenophobia, has reported 
that it is worried by the success of the British 
National Party in building “considerable local 
support bases in certain areas”. 

In the light of the BNP establishing itself as 
Britain's fourth most popular political party at 
the General Election and polling nearly a million

After EU report slates the General Election campaign 


OME Secretary, Charles 

Clarke, told the Cabinet that 
he was outraged that so much 
time was given to the immigration 
and asylum debate during the 
General Election campaign and 
he has pledged such discussion 
will never take place again! 
Charles Clarke was responding to 
a critical report by the European 
Commission against Racism and 
Intolerance (ECRI), which

denounced the use of “provocative, 
sensationalist and sometimes 
outright racist language” in the 
debate on asylum and immigration 
in the run-up to polling day. 

The Home Secretary said the 
Government would launch a fresh 
drive to sell the benefits of economic 
migration to voters in an effort “ 
draw the poison out of the issue”. 
The ECRI report said that Labour 
just weren’t doing enough to build 
links between communities or to 
promote racial equality. It warned 
Downing Street: 

“In spite of -initiatives taken, 


members of ethnic and religious. 


minority groups continue to 
experience racism and discrimi- 
nation.” 

The EU quango also complained 
about the negative attitudes to 
blacks and Asians among Britain’s 
policemen, the disproportionate 
number of non-white prisoners in 
Britain’s jails, and the prejudice 
and discrimination against Muslims 
in legislation to safeguard Britain 
from terrorist attack. 


No longer taboo 


Exactly how Charles Clarke intends 
to remove immigration and asylum 
from the political agenda remains 
to be seen. 

The Tories adopted the issue dicing 
the General Election after a senior 
adviser told them in Spring 2004 
that they faced “political oblivion” 
unless the party “grasped the nettle 
of immigration”.

A Clarks spokesman was blunt about 
why the British shoemakers were 
shutting down production in Britain:

So from now on Clarks shoes will not 
be made by British craftsmen with 
expertise handed down from genera- 
tions of shoemaking tradition. Now 
this famous brand name will be made 
cheaply in China. 

This Labour Government is taking 
Britain to the abyss of total economic 
ruin, chanting the mindless mantra 
of Free Trade and letting foreign 
imports flood into the country.

The chilling reality of this lack of 
reproduction is clinically illustrated in 
the latest birth-rate figures available, 
for 2003. These show that each 
woman in Britain on average has 1.66 
children in her lifetime. Well below 
the 2.1 children per woman required 
just to keep up our numbers. 

The global average is 2.65 children 
per woman. Almost every country in 
Europe is below this, and almost all 
are well below replacement levels. If 
this goes on unchecked, the future 
face of western Europe will change 
beyond recognition. 


EU-subsidised imports put British 
potato farmers out of business 


OREIGN imports are now even 

biting into the most basic items 
of daily life. 
Cheap imported chips — the kind 
you eat with any cod that has not 
been hoovered up by Spanish and 
Russian factory ships — are driving 
British potato processing firms out 
of business. 


In a typical case, Ballymoney Foods 


in Co. Antrim has just announced it is 
cutting half its workforce because it 
is being undercut in local markets by 
cheap chips shipped in from Belgium 
and Holland. The company needs 
to sell 300 tons of chips a week, 
but thanks to foreign imports are 
averaging under 200 tons. 


This British chip maker being driven 
to the wall is owned by a consortium 
of 60 Ulster potato farmers, who 
bought it and saved it from closure 
in March 2004 when _ previous 
agri-business owners, Glenfarm 
Holdings, wanted to shut it down. 

So not even the Northern Irish potato 
industry is safe from the scourge of 
cheap imports. But the Dutch and 
Belgians whose EU-subsidised chips 
are ruining our farmers and processors 
won't be gloating for long. 

Even cheaper Chinese chips will 
shortly be flooding onto the plates 
of all of Europe, undercutting those 
who have just put British farmers and 
food-processors out of business.

of new debt advisers. 

The money will go to organisations 
like the Citizens Advice Bureau which 
already has 1,025 debt advisers who 
had to cope with 1.1 million debt 
inquiries last year, one of the biggest 
single problems that prompts people 
to visit its offices. 

The debt charity, Consumer Credit 
Counselling Service, reported that 
25,000 people rang its helpline for 
advice last month, almost double the 
number who had called in May the 
previous year. 

The fuse that will ignite the credit 
card time bomb will be the end of 
the 0% balance transfer when credit 
card debts can no longer be shifted 
from card to card to get a zero interest 
payment. When that interest rate soars

OR THIRTY FOUR years the 


Concorde was the fastest 
passenger aeroplane in the sky. 
It was designed and built before we 


joined the Common Market by the 


independent planemakers of two then 
free and sovereign nations, Britain 
and France, and was the envy of the 
superpowers. If you wanted to fly 
faster than sound, you bought a ticket 
from British Airways and Air France, 
not Pan American or Aeroflot. 

In the end, it was not any foreign 
rival that did for Concorde two 
years ago, but the creeping Brussels- 
style bureaucracy of Airbus Industrie, 
the Euro-conglomerate that had 
swallowed up the national aircraft 
firms who created the superplane. 
Now a bigger, faster, longer-range 
Mark 2 Concorde is to fly again, but 
‘sadly British engineers and aircraft 
makers will have no part in designing 
or building her. Spurning the largely 
foreign owned rump of the once 
mighty British aircraft industry, and

_ brainpower, the French have turned 


to a new partner - Japan. 

At the Paris Air Show in June, 
French and Japanese Government 
ministers proudly stood side by side 
to announce their joint programme to 
regain the championship of the skies. 
Over the next three years, more than 
£1 billion a year is to be ploughed by 
both countries into researching and 
designing a new super-Concorde. 
The project will build on the strengths 
of Concorde, whilst learning from 
its weaknesses. British engineers will 
thus have laid the foundations for the 
passenger plane that will fly furthest 
and fastest in history. But they, and 
our skilled aircraft builders, will be 
left on the sidelines this time as the 
new technology, and the glory, will 
pass us by because this Governmentis 
run by mean-minded beancounters 
rather than leaders of vision. 

When the French were spurned by 
their old British partners for the 


chance of creating a second supersonic 
worldbeater, the French Government 
sought a nation that has not surren- 
dered its sovereignty to multi-national 
EU-style conglomerates. Japan still 
backs its own industries, protecting 
them from being undermined by 
cheap foreign imports and giving state 
backing to their ideas and inventions, 
ensuring goods in Japanese shops 
are made by the Japanese people in 
Japanese factories. 

There are no countries like that left in 
Europe or North America now. So as 
the sun sets on the lands of the West, 
the last in those lands who still dream 
of sky-spanning glory turned to the 
Rising Sun of the East. 

The Japanese and French flags will 
now adorn the wings of the son of a 
once-magnificent British dream as it 
soars five times faster than the speed 
of sound to the edge of Space. A

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Battle lines for next May are drawn as Goresbrook ward returns to abou 


HE Labour Party fought the 

Goresbrook by-election for 
Dagenham and Barking Council as 
though its parliamentary majority 
depended on it, to overcome a 
spirited BNP campaign and take 
back the ward it lost in September 
of last year. 
BNP candidate, Lawrence Rustem, 
knew that he would be up against it 
when it was announced that there was 
an all-party consensus to defeat the 
British National Party. 
The Liberal Democrats and the Green 
Party agreed to pull out of the contest 
to give Labour a clear run and the 
Tories and UK Independence Party 
both agreed to pour resources into 
Goresbrook and fight high profile 


campaigns on the issues of asylum 


and immigration. 

As well as the usual election leaflets 
from the political parties standing 
in the contest, all of which attacked 
the BNP, there were also three other 
leaflets put out by anti-BNP groups. 
“Despite this obvious manipulation of 


the election process, we campaigned - 


hard and were rewarded by compre- 
hensively beating the Tories and 
~ UKIP,” Lawrence told Freedom. 
“Next May, when the whole country 
goes to the polls, the Tories and UKIP 
will be concentrating their resources 
elsewhere leaving only one choice for 
the voters, Labour or the BNP.” 

Just how seriously Labour took the 
campaign was clearly illustrated by 
MP for Barking, Margaret Hodge, 
relocating her office from 
Westminster to Barking and the Home 
Office minister, Hazel Blears, actually 
canvassing in the final week. 

London Mayor, Ken Livingstone, was 
given space to attack the BNP in 
the Dagenham Post on the eve of 
polling day warning that big business 
would shun the borough if the BNP 
maintained its high profile in the area. 
Mr Livingstone said that the Thames 
Gateway vision was at risk if the BNP 
retained their seat. 

“There are huge sites in Thames 
Gateway to fill and people won’t 
want to come if they are seeing a lot 
of BNP supporters. 

“The reason that we get so much 
. investment from abroad is that people 


think it is a friendly welcoming place. 
If the British National Party get 
elected, it will damage that.” 

This exploitation of the local media 
is something that concerns BNP 
London Regional Organiser, Richard 
Barnbrook, who was the parlia- 
mentary candidate in Barking at the 
General Election. 

“This is the second time the 
Dagenham Post has been used in this 
way by the Labour Party.

HE GOVERNMENT took 
hypocrisy to the limits with 
its pronouncement in April that 
blatant discrimination against the 
elderly is an ‘appropriate’ means 
of achieving cost effectiveness 


within health care. 


This dismissal of the rights of 
the most vulnerable section of our 
society to access medical treatment 
comes just a month after the 
unveiling of the Department of 
Health’s Delivering Race Equality 
strategy designed to eradicate any 
trace of discrimination within the 
National Health Service. 

The consultation document stating 
that, in terms of ‘rationing’ medical 
treatments offered on the NHS, 
‘discrimination on the grounds of 
age 1S appropriate’ was issued by 
the National Institute for Clinical 


Excellence (NICE), one of the many 


Government-appointed quangos now 
tying up essential public sector 
services in bureaucratic knots. 

This latest NICE pronouncement 
follows another recently published 
guideline declaring that anti-dementia 
drugs, despite offering a treatment of

proven effectiveness for thousands 
of elderly people and costing just 
£2.50 per day, were too expensive to 
be offered on the NHS. 

While the Department of Health (DH) 
encourages discrimination against the 
elderly, other forms of discrimination 
more in keeping with Labour’s politi- 
cally correct regime are made the 
subject of legal sanction. In the same 
document which gives the green light 
for NHS Trusts to withhold treatment 
from the over-65s, it rules that there 
is, in contrast, no case for discrim- 
ination on the grounds of lifestyle, 
sexuality or race. 

Indeed, the right of black and minority 
ethnic groups to be protected from 
both deliberate and inadvertent 
discrimination within public sector 
services was recently enshrined within 
Race Relations law.

sensitive’ initiatives, such as the 
recruitment of 500 community 
development workers, described by a 
DH spokesperson as ‘a new kind of 
healthcare professional on the ground 
to support black and minority ethnic 
(BME) communities and make sure 
their views are heard.’ 

Active steps will also be taken to 
recruit, retain and promote BME staff 
so that any requests by BME patients 
to be treated ‘in a more ethnically 
mixed environment’ (newspeak for 
a preference to be looked after 
amongst one ’s own people with 
whom a common language and 
culture is shared) can be met. 

So while the views of some sections 
of our society are amplified and 
their preferences catered for, who 
now speaks for the elderly? Dare 
any one of this new group of 
second class citizens to request an 
ethnically ‘standard’ environment 
and wait for the uproar! 

Preference be damned, this Labour

Fifty workers at British Telecom’s 
Telephone House in the town have 
been made redundant but nine of 
them have been told they can extend 
their contracts by going to India and 
training their replacements.

ARREN BUFFETT is 


generally regarded as the 
World’s most successful investor. 
Since 1965, he and his deputy, 
Charlie Munger, have built their 
Berkshire Hathaway investment 
empire into the king of the global 
Stock Market sharks, returning 
investors a world-beating average 
of 26% a year on their money. 


So with the Buffett-Munger empire 


currently owning 8% of Coca-Cola, 
12.1% of American Express and 
18.1% of the Washington Post, as 
well as Fruit of the Loom clothing, 
Acme building products and insurers 
General Re and Geico, you would 
have expected the Berkshire Hathaway 
annual shareholders meeting on April 
30th in Omaha, Nebraska to be a 
celebration of global capitalism. 

But you would have been wrong, for 
both Buffett and Munger used the 
occasion to warn that the international 
capitalism system is in very serious 
trouble and it may well bring Western 
Civilization down with it.

Warren Buffett warned that the West 
was keeping itself going only by 
selling off the family silverware to 
the likes of the Chinese. 

“We are consuming more than we 
bring in. So we sell off a piece of the 
farm. We trade away a bit of the farm 
every day and the rest of the world is 
happy to buy it. That can go on for 
a long time but our children will be 
paying for it one way or another”. 
Charlie Munger was much blunter: 
“It’s quite conceivable that China 
will end up being the most important 
nation in the world”, he warned, 
contrasting Chinese hard work, 
discipline and patriotism with the 
“lazy and decadent” West. 

Both men warned that the speed with 
which money can now be moved 
electronically around the world by 
what Munger called “the electronic 
herd” of hedge-fund managers, a key 
part of globalisation, was a disaster 
waiting to happen, since any financial 
crisis, real or perceived, could spiral 
very rapidly out of control. 

Buffett and Munger aren’t the only top 
capitalists worried. William Lewis, 
Business Editor of the Sunday Times, 
in his column on May 8th, warned: 
“The reason why British and American 
business has long-term worries 1s 


China. That’s where cars, telecoms 
equipment and almost everything else 


‘is going to be made, and it’s rightly 
scaring business here.” 


The top financial journalist also 
revealed that “the billionaire owner 
of one of Britain’s biggest consumer 
groups tells me he is so concerned 
that he has cashed in all his equity 


and property investments. “The party 


is over, reality is coming,’ he says”. 
Charlie Munger, 81, and for decades 
the deputy head of the World’s most 
successful stock market investment 
group, left his audience in Nebraska 
with these chilling words: The past 
60 years have been the best years for 
Western Civilization. My generation 
has been very favoured. I find it quite 
unlikely that the next 60 years will be 
so favourable”.

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HEN THE first grey 

squirrels were brought to 
Britain from America in 1876 
to provide a tourist attraction 
for Cheshire’s parks and country 
houses, no one could’ have 
envisaged the destruction they 
would cause. 
The new arrival was much larger 
(average weight 550 grams), stronger 
and more adaptable than our native 
red squirrel (average weight 300 
grams) and in just a matter of years 
was starting to take over its habitat. 
But this wasn’t achieved by direct 
confrontation with the red squirrel 
but through a virus, parapox, which it 
brought to Britain. While the disease 
didn’t harm the carrier, parapox 
in red squirrels caused skin ulcers, 
lesions and scabs with swelling and 
discharge around the eyes, mouth and 
feet. The animals became unable to 
move and get food and died within 
just 15 days of coming into contact 
with the virus. 
Over’ a_ century of relentless 
expansion now sees the grey squirrel 
numbers at 2 million while the red 
squirrel is down to just 30,000, 


surviving only in parts of Scotland, 


Cumbria, Northumberland and the 
Isle of Wight.

NO ONE knows how many men and boys have died doing their 
duty for their country in our coal mines. 90,000 died in mine 
disasters alone in the sixty years before WW1, and including 
coal dust related diseases such as chronic bronchitis and 
pneumoconiosis the total casualty figure is well over a million.

N THE early hours of Tuesday 

morning, April 19th 1898, there 
were 42 men working down Shaft 
No. 5 at the Whitwick Colliery. 
No. 5 was a dry and dusty pit, shored 
up by plenty of timber along the sides 
of the main intake road which ran for 
a mile at a depth of 750 feet to the 
main coal seam. Deputy Joseph Limb 
discovered the fire while making his 
rounds, raised the alarm and managed 
to escape along with seven others 
through the return airway but 34 men 
were trapped behind the fire. 
Hundreds of people gathered above 
the mine as the news spread about the 
incident and many rescue attempts 
were made. But the miners were 
trapped and could not be reached. 
Miner Charles Clamp, volunteered to 
return to the fumes and smoke to try 
to lead his fellow colliers to safety 
but he too was to perish bringing the 
death toll to 35. 
Amongst the victims was 13 year-old 
Albert Gee who had worked in the 
pit as a pony driver, his little body 
was found alongside his pony. The 
remains of another eight close friends 
who were devout Christians and often 
prayed together, were found huddled 
together in a ring, with their arms 
around each other’s necks. The oldest 
miner to lose his life was 63 year-old 


William Bradshaw whose body was © 


never found.

An official verdict was passed 
declaring that the men who had 
died, or were still missing presumed 
dead, had died of carbon monoxide 
poisoning from a fire in number five 
pit which had begun in faulty strata. 
All access roads to the workings were 
then sealed cutting off air to the fire. 

A plaque was erected in Christ 
Church, Coalville, to the memory of 
the 35 men who had died in the 
disaster. It also makes note that the 
men left behind 27 widows and 84 
children under the age of 13.
